made in accordance with the provisions of Chapter 44

ant of this Division.

As directed by you, I have made an audit of the 
books and accounts of the town of Southborough for 
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the period from January 1, 1930,‘to June 27, 1931, and 
submit herewith the following report thereon: 


The financial transactions of the town, as recorded 
on the books of the several departments receiving or 
disbursing town money for the town, were examined . 
and checked, and a balance sheet, which is appended 
to this report, was prepared showing the financial con- 
dition of the town as of June 27, 1931. 


The, books and accounts in the town accountant’s © 
office were examined and checked in detail. The re- 
corded receipts were checked with the treasurer’s 
books and with.the records in several departments col- 
lecting money for the town, while the disbursements 
were checked with the treasury warrants authorizing 
the payment of money and with the. treasurer’s cash 
book. 


The appropriation accounts were examined and 
checked with the town clerk’s records of town meet- 
ing proceedings. 


The ledger accounts were analyzed, the necessary 
adjusting entries were made, and a trial balance was 
taken off showing the accounts to be in balance. e 


The books and accounts of the town treasurer were 
examined and checked. The recorded receipts were 
checked with the records of the several departments 
collecting money for the town and with the other 
sources from which money was paid into the town 
treasury, while the payments were checked with the 
selectmen’s warrants authorizing the treasurer’ to dis- 
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burse town funds. The cash book was footed, the-re- 
ceipts were analyzed, and the cash balance on June 
27, 1931, was reconciled with statements furnished by 
the banks. 


‘The debt and interest payments were checked with 
the amounts falling due and with the accountant’s 
records. 


The savings bank books and securities representing 
the investments of the trust funds in the custody of the 
treasurer were examined, the income being proved 
and the disbursements verified. 


The tax title deeds held by the town were examined 
and checked. . 


The.books and accounts of the three collectors of 
taxes were examined and checked. During the pro- 
cess of the audit, settlement was made of taxes and 
special assessments outstanding on the levies of the 
years 1926 and 1927, while the outstanding taxes and 
special assessments for the years 1928 and 1929 were’ 
recommitted to the present collector. This accom- 
plishes a very desirable change of having one collec- 
tor of taxes in place of three, as has been the case for 
the past year. 


The commitments of taxes and assessments were 
proved with the warrants of the assessors, the abate- 
ments were verified by a comparison with the asses- 
‘sors’ records of abatements granted, the collections 
were compared with the payments to the treasurer a« 
recorded on the treasurer’s books, the collectors’ cas - 
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balances: were verified, and the outstanding accounts 
were listed and proved to the accountant's books. : 


The puitanding tax meoounts were further varifie’ 
by mailing notices to a number of persons whose 
names appeared on the books as owing money to the 
town, and from the replies received thereto, it appears 
that the accounts, as listed, are correct. ; 


The records of the Water Hepartinent® were exam- 
ined and checked. The recorded receipts were com- 
pared with the payments ‘to the treasurer, the abate- 
ments were checked, and the outstanding accounts 
were listed’ and proved: 


Peenaithnes tou the cost of laying water pipes from 
the town’s land to the home of the water taker have 
been charged to the appropriation for the construc- 
tion of the water system and later billed as a service 
charge to the customer. The town should make an 
appropriation covering the cost and reimburse the 
water construction- appropriation to the amount ex- 
pended for these services. 


The records of the cemetery department for care, 
grading, repairs, and sale of lots were examined, and 
the outstanding accounts were listed and proved. 


The town clerk’s records of sporting and dog lhi- 
censes issued were examined and checked in detail, 
and the payments to the Division of Fisheries and 
Game and the:County, respectively, were verified by 
a comparison with the receipts on file. 
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It is recommended that the town clerk keep all 
money received for licenses in a separate bank account 
in the name of the town clerk of Southborough, in 
place of his personal account, as has been the practice — 
in the past. ,

In addition to the departments and accounts men- 
tioned, the records of the sealer of weights and meas- 
- ures and of the highway and library departments were 
examined and checked. © 


In addition to the balance sheet, there are ‘append- 
ed tables showing a reconciliation of the treasurer’s 
cash, summaries of the tax, assessment, and depart- 
. mental accounts, together ‘with tables: showing. the 
trust fund transactions. 


For the co-operation extended by the several town 
officials during the process of the audit, I wish on be- 
half of my assistants and for myself, to express appre- 
ciation.

REPORT OF COLLECTOR OF TAXES FOR THE

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REPORT OF THE TREE WARDEN 


To the Honorable Board of Selectmen, 
Town of Southborough, Massachusetts: 


I hereby submit my annual report for the year end- 
ing December 31, 1931. 


This year the Department has supervised the cutting 
of brush and the thinning of trees on nearly all the 
highways of the Town. 


-The program of high trimming completed was only 
limited by the funds allotted for this purpose. There 
is still a great deal more of this work to do. 

100 trees were planted, a reduction from last year, 
but the trees were larger and: more care had to’ be 
taken. 

45 trees were removed by the Department as dan- 
gerous, Two trees were killed by gas... These will be 
replaced in the spring, at no expense to the Town. 


The Tree Warden again wishes to thank certain 


- public spirited citizens for their help in cutting brush 


and in supplying trees and shrubs for planting. 


This year the Marlborough Electric Company has 
done considerable work preparing the way for new 
poles and wire during 1931 and 1932. This is the first 
real construction work done in Town for a long time, 
and was sadly needed. Therefore, at the request of 


‘the Electric Company,.this Department issued two per- 


mits to “expert tree companies. Inspectors of the De-- 
partment were kept. on these jobs at all times, and the 


420 


work as a whole was very well done. 1800 trees were 
trimmed’ or removed; several hundred ‘truckloads of | 
twigs and brush burned-;-all- wood over 1% inches was 
trimmed, cut to length, and piled for the. convenience 


‘of the abutter. 


The Tree Warden, with the valuable: aid. of Mx. 
Frederick Slawson of Fayville, has completed-arrange- 
ments with the State for the planting of the middle 
strip of the Boston and Worcester Turnpike with flow- 
ering trees and shrubs, from White’s Corner easterly. to 
the Framingham line. Mountain Ash will be used as 
far as Winter Street, and flowering Hawthornes from 
there to the Framingham line. Low shrubs: will be 
planted forty feet each side of the cross-overs. - Larg- 
er shade trees will be planted along the sides of the 


~ road. Southborough is, I believe, the only town. to 


have the center planted, and during the spring and 
fall this plantation should be a thing of beauty. 


The moth situation for 1932 promises to: be serious, 
many new colonies having been located. Neverthe- 
less, your Tree Warden feels that another cut (total- 
ing 1931-1932, 16.66%), can be made this year in his 
appropriation, and has recommended. this to the Ad- 
visory Committee.

Pumping Station. The contract of F. A. Mazzur 
Co., Inc., for additional equipment and that of Thom- 
as J. McMahon Conipany for enlargement of the build- . 
ing, have been completed. ~~ . 


‘The two new pumping units were tested and found 
to meet the guarantees in every respect. 


' The chlorinator has been installed and has been in 
almost continuous use since early in July. 


Venturi meter records of the water pumped into the 
distribution system have been kept since June 1.

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The construction of the new Worcester Turnpike 
has: delayed the work of grading. about the pumping 
station and the planting of trees and shrubs. This

There are now 105 hydrants in the system. Of these 
17 were installed originally in the Fayville District and 
are.slightly smaller than the others.

Fire Flow Tests. Tests were made in May in co-op- 
eration with the New England Insurance Exchange, to 


determine the ratés of flow of water available at vari- 


ous fire hydrants throughout the system, both under 
conditions of direct pressure on hose streams and at 
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20 lb. per-sq.-in.. pressure as a supply for a pumping 
engine.. The results of these tests showed that the 
system is capable of furnishing the required ne flows 
at all poles, 


Changes Required by Construction of Worcester 
Turnpike. The construction of the new highway, on 
Worcester Turnpike involved material changes in 
grade, with the result that some of the existing water 
mains would finally be buried at depths greater than 
six feet below the surface and others would have too 
shallow a cover to provide adequate protection from 
frost. As a result of conferences with the Construc- 
tion Engineer of the Massachusetts Department of 
Public Works and a conference between the Select- 
men and the Water Commissioners of the Town, with 
the Commissioners of Public Works, an agreement 
was reached .whereby the Department agreed to pay 
for excavation, backfill and pipe laying on work 
necessary to be done, and the Town agreed to furnish 
the required cast iron pipe, fittings, valves and hy- 
drants and to change the services. The construction 
* work performed at the expense of the Department of 
Public Works was done by the road contractor, B. 
Perini & ‘Sons, Inc. Changes in service pipes were 
made by the Water Department of the Town. °

Activities of the Selectmen during the past year, 
outside the field of routine business, have been cen- 
tered largely in negotiations with the Department of 
Public Works, in regard to the location and construc- 
tion of the new turnpike, and claims, and various mat- 
ters arising therefrom. The most important of these 
negotiations with the Department of Public Works 
were in regard to their paying for the relaying of the 
Town water pipes in Fayville. The Selectmen under- © - 
stand that Southborough was the only town in the 
Commonwealth to enjoy this concession from the De- 
partment. 4 4 


The Selectmen have secured amounts of money 
‘from the State and County to match our own appro- 
priation for the repair and maintenance of Chapter 
90 roads. ‘ 


Owing to the increase in traffic, and speeding. 

| through Fayville, due to the new turnpike, it was felt 

absolutely necessary that a policeman should be sta- 

tioned at the corner of Oak Hill Road and Turnpike 

Road, during certain hours of the day, for the security ' 

-of the citizens, and the school children, who are in 

the primary grades, and who need careful attention . 

at street crossings. An installation of safety lights | 
for this corner was also secured. The Department of | 
Public Works absolutely refused to put in an under- 
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pass, or overpass, for motor vehicles, but agreed to . 
‘put in an underpass for foot passengers, although ad- 
vising strongly against it. A hearing was held in 
Fayville to discuss this matter, but it was the unani- 
mous opinion of those present, that its construction. 
would be a mistake. 5 


Application for unemployment relief have been 
somewhat greater than in previous years, but South- 
borough is in much better condition, as regards un- 
employment, than many of the neighboring towns and 
cities. However, there is little work that can be done 
in Town in the Winter to relieve unemployment. The 
Selectmen have used their appropriation balances, to 
give work to those in need of it, as far as possible. 


Various recommendations of the Investigating Com- 
mittee have been studied. Inventories of tools, sup- 
plies, etc., of all Departments under the control of the 
Selectmen have been prepared and are on file. In re- 
gard to purchasing supplies, it has been felt that un- 
less prices are far out of line, supplies and materials 
should be bought from citizens of Southborough, and 
the business given to those who are earning their liv- 
ing and paying taxes here. 


As no money was available for purchasing a filing 
system for keeping Town records and correspondence 
in the Town House, an article has been put in the War- 
rant, to ask for an appropriation at the next Town 
Meeting. It is difficult to have current correspond- 
ence kept in the Town House, as the Chairman of the 
Board of Selectmen is in need of constant contact 
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with it. As we have no Town employee who can han-’: 
dle correspondence, and no business offices, such work, 
by its very nature, must be done largely in the: office 
of the Chairman of the Board of Selectmen, and it is 
necessary for him to have this correspondence, and 
records there. Such correspondence should, of course, 
be kept in special files by the Chairman, and at the 
end of a year or two, transferred to filing cases in the 
Town House, to prevent the loss of important papers. 


At the request -of the Tree Warden, all requests for 


pole locations, whether single or joint, are referred to | 


him for investigation as to whether their installation 
would result in damage to the trees.

Instruction mses 
‘The Committee feels the schools have cue oned 
the same high standard of work, under the careful 
supervision of the Superintendent. New books: and 
equipment, together with the co-operation of the en- 
tire teaching staff, have helped greatly in making this 
possible. 


_ Teachers 
. Two changes were necessary in the teaching force 
for the year. Miss Edith Perry was elected to fill the 
position of Miss McCallum, in Latin and English, the 
latter having resigned her position to be married.

It gives mie pleasure to subinit my fifth annual re- 
port of the schools of Southborough. With this re- 
port are transmitted. also those of the Principal of the 
High. School, Principal. ofSouth Union School, Super- 
visor ‘of - Drawing, Supervisor of Music, School Nurse, 
and Census Enumerator. . 


Gout of Study 
The conference on courses of study were continued 
through 1931. An outline for a course of study in 
English expression for Grades 1 to 8 has been com- 
pleted. A mimeographed copy is now in-the-hands of 
each teacher, serving as an outline for the course. 


During the course of the conferences frequent ref- 
erences were made to professional books on the tech- 
nique of: curriculum making, on the content of the 
courses of study in English expression, the methods 
of teaching, and finally books and pamphlets outlin- 
ing other courses of study. . 7 


The following aims were adopted as the basis of 
instruction in English expression.

_A course of study completed by the City of Wash- 
ington officials, during 1931, has been put into use in 
the High School. This course includes both English 
. expression and English literature. Some modifications 
_were made to adapt it to local conditions. 


This course plans for broader reading and aims to 
develop a method for practical English expression 
along lines laid down by modern research. 


, Geography ee 

At the present time an analysis of the course of 
study in geography is being conducted. It is: expected 
that an outline of the course of study in this subject 
will be completed ‘during 1932. 


The response to teachers to these studies has been 
gratifying. 


English Texts 


Sheridan’s English is used in Grades 83—6 and Bub- 
lig’s Junior High. School English in Grades 7 and 8. 
These books are well adapted to use with the present 
course of study. Webster’s Daily Drills in English has 
been placed in the High School... This. -book contains 
the most complete drill exercises of any on the mar- 
ket.. It. has resulted in economy. since it is no longer 
necessary to purchase supplementary drill material. 
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The books now in use in English literature allow 
wide reading of many types. Cross English writers 
and Cross American Writers present a cross section 
of the entire field of both old and new writers. The 
selection of material is with reference to the interests 
and the abilities of high school boys and girls. The 
collection represents material which pupils of’ high 
school age have read and enjoyed. 


Laboratory Equipment 


The physics laboratory, with the addition. of new 
_apparatus during 1931, and the installation of new’ 
benches equipped with gas will enable the instructor 
to conduct his classes efficiently. Increased interest 
by the pupils since ‘these changes have been made is 
noticeable. 


Repairs and Improvements 


“. The supply of water at South Union School has not 
proven adequate during the past two years. Connec- 
tion to the municipal supply has been made and new 
pipe placed in the building as needed. This supply 
will be used to. supplement that on the school prop- 
erty. A new motor for pumping water from the well 
at Peters High School has been installed. 

Replacement of lights and repairs to the circuit 
leading to the front of Peters High School have been 
‘made, the entrance to the rear of the new building has 
been covered, school grounds have been graded, in- 
terior painting and varnishing and general repairs as 
needed have been carried out. 
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A new supply closet was constructed in the base- 
ment of Peters High School and all supplies. were 
transferred from the room on the third floor of the 
building to this point. The space is adequate so that 
‘different kinds of supplies may each be placed by 
themselves, This makes it possible at all times to de- 
termine amounts on hand with a brief check. A sys- 
tem of inventorying has now been put into effect twice 
a year. In connection with this a system of requisi- 
tioning is being used. Each teacher, in June and De- 
cember, the times at which supply orders are placed, 
estimates the amount of various kinds of supplies she 
will use.’ From these lists the principal determines , 
the amount of supplies which need to be ordered for 
the period. This supply room serves the needs of Fay- 
ville School and of Peters High School. A similar sys- 
~tem is used at South Union School. 


Teachers requisition supplies from the stock room 
weekly. These orders are supplied by the principal 
personally or by a person under his supervision. Econ- 
omy in the use of supplies under this eveveme is notice- 
able. 


School Exhibit 


An exhibit exemplifying the work of the classroom 
was held at the Town Hall during National Education 
Week. A special feature of this exhibit was the dis- 
play of some type of handwork of every child in the 
school system. A program demonstrating the meth- 
ods used in the classroom was presented during the 
evening. —. 
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‘The attendance of parents and friends was gratify- 
ing and heartening to teachers and pupils. Through 
the social contact of:parent and teacher closer friend- 
ship has been established. Mutual eet) has grown 
out of this function. 


Invitations to visit the caséeoom during National. 


Education Week were also sent to parents. In re- 


sponse to these, many parents and friends visited the 


classroom. It is a source of mutual profit to parent 
and ‘teacher that during such a special occasion these 
mutual contacts may be established. It is a consum- 
mation much to be desired that parents visit their chil- 
dren and see the operation of schools under. the nor- 
. mal conditions of the classroom. We urge on parents 
the necessity for regular visits. , 


Appreciation 


Real appreciation is accorded the mass of citizens 
. who have given their moral support and their money 
to education in Southborough. ..We believe that the 
present morale and level of achievement could have 
been reached only through the manifestation of such 
interest over a period of years. All of us who are 
working with the youth of the community realize the 
burden which is imposed on the citizenry and with the 
zeal we possess we want to bend our energies to mak- 
ing Southborough schools the best possible. 


I wish to extend my thanks to the School Commit- 
tee, who have given careful consideration to the many 
measures for the progressive improvement of the

The Stanford Achievement Tests were administered 
to all children of Grades 2 to 8, in April, 1931. 


These tests include Reading, Spelling, Arithmetic. 
Geography, Hygiene, Literature, History and Civics, 
_and- Language Usage. , 


Before publication these tests were tried in the pub- 
lic schools in various parts of the country, revised, and 
‘again tried. The standards of achievement which are 
set in these tests are derived from the results of scores 
of many thousands of children of various ages. Math- 
ematically they are proven to be reliable and long 
usage has demonstrated this fact. The tests offer a 
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means of comparison with results in well conducted 
school systems and with numbers of children ‘selected 
from various parts of the country. 


The standards of achievement are stated in terms 
of age. The acceleration of the child or group of chil- 
dren ‘is found by finding the excess of educational age 
over chronological age. :

The above may be read as folloys: e.g. Grade 8 has - 


an average chronological age of 8 years and nine 
months, an educational age of 10 years, and is, there- 
fore, in general achievement, at a level 15 months be- 
yond those children of the same age in other places 
who have taken this same test. 


The test shows that grades. were accelerated from 
three percent in the sixth to rourteen percent. in. the 
third grade.

The attendance in the High School for the fall term 
has been very gratifying. Amn average ‘of 96. 14% 
indicates the cooperation of parents and pupils. — 


The anal Prize Speaking Contest. was held -in 
May, 1931. The individual.parts were well given and 
showed excellent work on the part of the contestants. 
First prize was awarded’ to Miss Delia Davis, second 
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prize to Miss Vesta Davis, and third to Miss Mary 
Alphonso. 


Our athletics are limited to baseball, and boys’ and 
girls’ basket-ball. The boys’ basket-ball team had a 
very successful season and had the pleasure of con- 
testing in a tournament held in the Community House, 
in Whitinsville, in March, 1931. Although eliminated 
in the opening contest, the experience was of great 
value. The team had the opportunity of seeing two 
other teams play on the same evening, and I am happy 
to say that the sportsmanship of our boys was of. the 
highest. 


In December, the entire teaching staff of. the Town 
‘voted to donate 1% of its salary for the'relief of the 
‘poor. This amount was divided into’ ten parts, ‘one 
part being used each month for the rest of the school 
year. Through the advice and counsel of Mr. Waldo 
B. Fay and Rev. Father Maxwell, the amount for each 
month so far passed has been judicially expended. % 


. The enrollment for the High School, in September, 
1931, showed an increase of fifteen over the preced- 
ing year. This is an increase of about 20%. 


In conclusion I wish to thank the teachers for their 
loyal cooperation, the School Committee, for. their 
support, and the Superintendent, for his nee ad- 
vice and many constructive aids.

It is seconitial that ark should. progress .as caval as 
other subjects. As a result of this progress, there has 
been a.call for. additional supplies, and. 1 greatly ap- 
preciate such interest and cooperation: as ‘has been - 
given to the increasing demand for. additional -expend- 
itures in my department. 


Much the. same work has been Gained: on as ; previ- 
ously reported. There is always the study: of, color, 
composition, and design, to be dealt with. The mod- 
ern: idea is to make this as interesting as possible and 
to transform or disguise the subject. in such a way that 
the children enjoy it as well as acquire an understand- 
ing of the rudiments of each phase. There are so 
many ways of doing this that practically every subject 
in curriculum ends itself to this method. 


a vibils ways of couelating the subjects are: Book- 
lets,: ‘movie-reels, sand tables, friezes, illustrated MaDe 
and posters, fences ‘ 
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Space does not warrant giving a minute list of 
projects undertaken, but I will give a few. 


In the lower grades booklets were made, illustrat- 
ing nursery rhymes, such as: “Cinderella”, “Three Lit- 
tle Pigs’, ‘Three Bears” and others. Without refer- 
ence to any book, interesting pictures, along this same 
line; were cleverly drawn by the fourth grade pupils. 
These were put together to form a panel. Many ani- 
mals, with Noah and his wife forming a parade to 
the Ark, gave us the study of various animals and 
practice in constructing an interesting frieze. The de- 
velopment of the lumber industry gave the pupils a 
chance for a little research work in connection with 
geography. Ancient Greece, Rome, and Egypt cor- 
related well with History. These problems offered an 
opportunity to make large panels representing the 
work of each pupil. 


Note book covers have been made for history, geog- . 
raphy, penmanship and spelling. These stress good 
composition, color and design. 


In the sixth grade some very clever illustrated maps 
of various countries, studied by the grade, were con- 
structed. These were shellaced for permanence. 


In conjunction with the Manual Training Depart- 
ment two moving picture machines were made. One 
for the Junior High, at Peters High, and the other for 
South Union School. ‘The pupils chose their own sub- 
jects for the movie reel.’ The reel at South Union 
School, showed for the most part, the progress of vati- 
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ous inventions. This problem called for research work 
for in as far as possible each pupil was to show vari- 
ous stages, including the first.and last models. At 
Peters High the seventh and eighth grades made sep- 
arate reels. The eighth grade did practically the 
same as at South Union, although some pupils used 
other subjects than those dealing with inventions. In 
the seventh grade the subjects were many and varied. 
._Transportation by: land, sea and air, costumes, build- 
ings, and scenes for different wars were a few of those 
chosen for illustrating. 


‘Most of the holidays are observed in some way. 
Quite often these days give an opportunity for cut- 
paper: work: or for constructing useful articles. The 
latter gives the pupil practice in the use ze the ruler | 
as: well as following directions. , 


J Believe encouragement in the displaying of the 
children’s work to be a great factor in promoting in- 
terest in the pupils’ class work. Even the older stu- 
dents need a little incentive of this kind to bring about 
the. desired results. 


May I, at this time, chante the teachers for their con- 
stant cooperation in stimulating art in their classes. It 
is most gratifying to know they are doing everything 
they can to make the lessons successful.

Dear Sir: ; 
I herewith submit my annual report as School Nurse 
for the year ending December, 1931. 


Since thie beginning of the school year 401 éhilaren 
have been examined, and conditions noted and report- 
ed. -The following defects have been found: 
Number not vaccinated, 3 


. Number with enlarged tonsils and possibility of ade- 


noids, 80 
Number needing dental attention, 230 
Number with ear defects, 6 
Number with eye defects, 7 


Attention has been acy. the reports sent home 
concerning physical defects. Many parents have co- 
cperated by attending to the correction of such defects 
as diseased tonsils, and defective eyesight. However, 
the dental examination shows little improvement has 
been made in that line of defect. It is hoped that at- 
tention will be given to this as soon as possible. 


Up to the present time we have had very few con- 
tagious or infectious cases. Children’ with any such 
symptoms are promptly excluded from school so as to 
safeguard others.

The few who were receiving examinations and X- 
rays from the State Clinic have been dismissed and 
reported as in good physical condition. 


I wish to take this opportunity to express my grati- 
tude to the parents for their support and cooperation — 
in the health work. Also the School Committee, Su- 
perintendent, Principals and Teachers, for the inter- 
‘est they have shown in helping to promote the health 
program.
